DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant should note that the claims have been renumbered according to Rule 1 . 1 26. 
The original application was originally filed with 12 claims. Therefore, submitted claims 22-30 
have been renumbered as 13-21. 

Election/Restriction

classified in class undetermined, subclass undetermined. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are not related because they are directed to methods which are practiced with distinct 
products (i.e. different starting materials). Therefore, they have different modes of operation.
